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Each day it's a thousand hugs and kisses, hundreds of people 
pleading to have their picture taken with you, trying to reach out 
and grab your hand or your arm, or just touch you as you pass by. 
The life of a glamorous star? Well, ina way. . . it'sallin a day's work 
for our Disney Characters, 

Here at Walt Disney World we have over 130 permanent and 
casual regular pageant hosts and hostesses who spend part of their 
day greeting our guests as one of our fa Disney Characters. 
They rotate between area “sets,” parad nd special character 
shows, doing any number of characters in their own height range 
each day. 

When a cast member joins our Character Department, they soon 
learn about the diversity of our entire Entertainment Department. 
Then they spend hours watching our animated films, studying the 
various movements and personality of the characters which they 
will portray. If a new parade is being developed, part of their day 
will be spent in rehearsal, with intensive rehearsals lasting more 
than half of the day the entire week before the parade premieres. 

Our pageant hosts and hostesses also perform 
other functions within the Character Department. 
If they are not performing as one of our characters 
in a parade, they may be called upon to drive a 
parade float. During special events, such as our 
World Series of Entertainment parties, they may 
act as “runners” helping our guest groups with 
any of their needs. When our Marketing Division 
heads for a “target market,” an area where they 
plan a visit to tell the people about Walt Disney 
World, some of our characters may be requested 
to accompany the professional talent to that city. 
And occasionally, when a television special is 
being filmed here at Walt Disney World, our 
characters may be requested to appear, which 
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Portraying a Walt Disney Character is a 
unique and rewarding experience, and the 
Pageant Host/Hostess Program provides the 
opportunity for a continuous flow of Walt 
Disney World permanent and casual regu- 
lar cast members to enjoy that experience. 
Here's how it works! 


A newly-hired cast member (or a transfer- 
ring cast member) enters the Character De- 
partment with the understanding that he or she will work in the 
Pageant Host/Hostess Classification for at least 18 months, but no 
longer than 24 months. Between the 18th and 24th month, each 
Pageant Host/Hostess is assisted in selecting another area to which 
he/she will transfer prior to the end of the 24-month period. 


The resultr This “one-of-a-kind” experience is now within the 
grasp of a larger number of cast members than was previously 
possible. Because of the high level of interest in portraying Disney 
Characters, our Entertainment Division will hold periodic auditions 
for cast members who wish to be considered for transfer into the 
Pageant Host/Hostess Program. Interested cast members should 
contact their Division Training Office, which will keep a record of 
those who wish to audition. The Entertainment Division will then 
consider cast members on those lists, along with new applicants, 
before making final selections to fill openings in the Character 
Department. 


If you've always wanted to portray our Disney Characters, now's 
your opportunity. Maybe those hugs and kisses will become part of 
the day in your life!

Concentration is one of the most im- 
portant elements of safe driving. The 
driver's seat is no place for daydream- 
ing, worrying, planning your day's 
agenda or for scenic viewing. Driving 
an automobile is a full-time job, which 
must be taken seriously. 

Train yourself to keep your eyes 
moving so that you see the entire road 
n front of you. Look for objects on either 
side and behind you. By careful obser- 
vation and sincere concentration on 
your driving, you won't miss the early 
signs of a dangerous situation and be 
forced to make an instant decision.

Tire Wear 


Each time you check your tire pres- 
sure, it's a good idea to check your 
tire wear as well. Worn out edges 
can indicate underinflated tires. This 
decreases your gasoline mileage 
and increases the chances of a blow- 
out. If the center of your tire is worn 
out, that generally indicates your tire 
is overinflated. 

If your tire shows wear on one side 
only, it could be an indication of 
wheel misalignment; bald spots or 
cupping usually indicates out-of- 
balance wheels or weak shocks. If 
the tread wear is worn across several 
grooves, it's probably a good idea to 
replace your tires altogether. 





To increase the life of your tires, 
they should be rotated every 5,000 
miles. If your tires are bias ply, you 
should rotate them in an "X” pattern, 
switching the right front tire with the 
left rear and the left front tire with the 
right rear. Belted or radial tires 
should be rotated from front to back: 
left front switching with the left rear 
and the right front switching with the 
right rear. 

Taking care of your tires will help 
increase your gas mileage and help 
you avoid accidents . . . so why not 
check them today?

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CONSTRUCTION CREWS DIGGING IN 
ON LITTLE LAKE BRYAN EXPANSION 


Little Lake Bryan, our cast recreation complex located across I-4 
from Lake Buena Vista, is in the middle of an expansion and 
upgrading project, and since many thousands of cast members 
and their families utilize the facility every year, we thought this 
might be a good time to drop in for a look at what's coming for 
the warm weather months ahead! 

Dave Jaskiewicz, Manager of Cast Activities, told EYES & 
EARS, “Probably the greatest addition to Little Lake Bryan is our 
new swimming pool. This facility will have multiple uses; it will 
provide general recreation swimming during lake operating 
hours, plenty of deck for sunning, and a place to hold our 
swimming classes and SCUBA diving classes.” 


The pool will be 25 feet by 50 feet, similar in size to the Lake 
Buena Vista Club swimming pool, which has been utilized in 
the past during off-hours for many of our aquatic programs. 
Now that we will have a new pool at Little Lake Bryan, we can 
better meet the needs of our cast members. 


Adjacent to the swimming pool are our 
two existing volleyball courts, which have 
been overloaded with play during vol- 
leyball season. When the expansion pro- 
gram is through, we'll have two more 
courts! And all four will be lighted for night 
play. 

Down on the beach just below the vol- 
leyball courts, there's plenty of construc- 
tion underway. Remember the old dock 
used for fishing, swimming and boat rent- 
als? Well, it's gone. . . tobe replaced by a 
T-shaped dock which has been moved 
further down the beach to make way foran 
expanded swimming area. Way over on 
the other end of the beach, kids will have 
their own private L-shaped fishing pier  yolleyball courts. 
smack over the middle of good fishing 
holes. So fishing lines will no longer get tangled with boats 
heading out into the lake!

Up on the edge of the beach will be a new barbecue area, 
similar in design to Marshmallow Marsh in Fort Wilderness. 
There'll be a pit fireplace, surrounded by a cypress fence for 
kids to sit on ... perfect for a group bon fire, for roasting 
marshmallows and holding sing-a-longs. 

And to keep the kids entertained while they're not in the lake, 
pool or fishing, new environmental playground equipment will 
be installed. The elevated, one-piece modular play center will 
include climbing ropes and a spiral slide as well as regular 
sliding board, swinging “barrel” bridge, shinny fireman's pole 
and cargo net for climbing. 

To make Little Lake Bryan more useful for nighttime divisional 
and departmental parties, plenty of area lighting has been 
added throughout the complex.

Then to top it all off, we've brought a rustic area theming, 
including cypress fencing and a complete sign package. 


In addition to the expansion and upgrading project currently 
underway at Little Lake Bryan, all of the lake’s regular activities 
will again be returning. A day's fun at the lake can include 
swimming in the guarded swimming area, sunning on the 
white sand beach under palm trees on a lounge chair, use of the 
boating “fleet” (sailboats, canoes, paddleboats, rowboats) and
